90 per cent of the growers of Cali- 
fornia, 3000 growers meeting in the 
civic auditorium here tonight also 
agreed to leave half their 1928 crop 
on the vines, thereby eliminating 
the surplus. 

The original] plan, presented by 
Donald D. Conn, president and 
director of the California 
Vineyardists’ Association, calls for 
the establishment of a permanent 
raisin pool organization to sell to 
packers and the Sun-Maid Raisin 
Growers’ Association on a sweat ba- 
sis. This plan was amended at the 
suggestion of Clay Miller, San Fran- 
cisco banker and chairman of re- 
cent conferences on the raisin in- 
dustry between bankers, packers 
and Sun-Maid, to include leaving 
on the vines one-half of the 1928 
crop. Growers under the amended 
plan would deliver half their crop 
to the pool and would be paid at 
the rate of $7.50 a ton for the other

to guarantee sums to total $5000, 
the largest being $100, the next $50. 
and the minimum $10. Those who 
guaranteed $100 put up a deposit 
of $10. The $50 guarantee called 
for a $5 deposit, and the $10 guar- 
antee for one of $3, the actual cost 
of a season ticket. Guarantors of 
the first two classes each received

It gained shades and qualities that 
it has seldom possessed even in 
the famous hillside theater.

His jame is Bernardino 
Molinari. 

Bernardino Molinari! It is a name 
worth remembering, for it is a name 
to be gloriously emblazoned in bow] 
history, which in itself is a chron- 
icle of names and celebrities. 
Molinari made his debut at 
Southern California's institutional 
musical center last evening, and I 
think that he left his first audience 
in a mood both dazzled and rather 
breathiess. The conventional testi- 
mony of applause could hardly do 
justice to him. It was with a cer- 
tain amount of awe that one lis- 
tened to his initial concert. There 
were cheers and shouts at the very 
end that amounted to an almost 
unprecedented demonstration at 
this particular juncture. There are 
few conductors that succeed in 
holding an audience from hurrying 
to their motors at the end of a 
Bowl concert, but in this instance 
the usual homeward rush seemed 
secondary 


SUPERLATIVE SPELL 

One could begin an estimate of 
Molinari from nearly any angle and 
be correct in the use of the judi- 
cious superlatives. To say that he 
is one of the greatest conductors 
that has stood before the orchestra 
and evoked the sovereign spell of 
harmony is to state a simple fact. 
One felt at moments—notably in 
“The Pines of Rome”—that he wds 
hearing certain compositions for the 
first time. There seems hardly a 
gradation of beauty or dramatic 
vigor that is not comprehended in 
the sweep of his baton. 

It was not only an evening of 
individual selections of merit, but 
one satisfying throughout, This 
meant a decided range for the in- 
terpreter since he began with a 
Bach-like Vivaldi suite, and ended
